The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Examiner 
finds the arguments, together with the amendment of the claims, presented 5/2/2005 
persuasive, the closest prior art of record failing to teach or suggest the specific 
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components and construction of the filter assembly of claim 1 with the portion from the 
membrane to the filter valve assembly sterile, the semi-hemispherical portion of the 
cavity of claim 9, the combination of the filter assembly and mounting portion actuating 
attachment or release of the assembly from a sterilization/microbial decontamination 
system while maintaining the air passage sterility of claims 11 and 15, nor the 
combination of the filter assembly and mounting portion as now recited in claim 19.
